The ‘House’s be:t Known inves- 
tigating body, the Committee on 
Un-American Activities, is an cid 
timer too, but it has a different 
status from al} other such groups. 
It is’ permanently established by 
law. The rest have to be contin- 
ued from time to time by con- 
gressional action. 

The House and Sefate have 
seven joint investigating com- 
mittees; one with a subcommit- 
tee. This one is the Joint Com- 
mittee on the Economic Report. 

Senator Taft (R-Ohio) is chair- 
mafi and Rep. Wolcott (R-Mich) 
vice chairman. It has a triple- 
threat subcommittee investigat- 
ing cost-of-living prices , and 
the three chairmen dre Sena- 
tor Flanders (R-Vt), and Wat- 
kins (R-Utah) and Rep. Bender 
(R-Ohio). ; 

There is a Joint Comimittee on 
Housing, and its chairman is Rep. 
Gamble (R-NY). Senator Hick- 
enlooper (R-La) heads the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy, 
and Senatcr Ball (R-Minn) is boss 
of a special committee to stuc} 
labor-management relations as 
they work out under the Taft- 
Hartley law. 

The other joint committees 
are studying the exetative 
branch of the government, non- 
essential expenditures and tax- 
ation. : 

The House and Senate each has 
a committee on small business— 
chairmanned respectively by Rep. 


Ploeser (R-Mo) and_ Senator 
Wherry (R-Neb).
